In his charge to the jury among other
things, Coroner MeDoweli said:

You bavea rightto say whether yoo ap-
prove of such meansas were employed to
tuke Reed, or whether the eoivil authorities
should have been calleC into sction, Of
course, in some instances our ¢ivil authorl-

ties do not amount to much, but these vio-
jent gatherings donot tend to elevate the
morkl standing of any community.
